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R. EDWARD W. BOK,a well-known Philadelphia 
editor, has communicated to a contemporary 
magazine the expression of his conviction 

that the current prices for literary manu- 

script are altogether too high, 

that the minds of authors are 

fixed upon their prospective 

financial gains to the exclusion 

of a proper solicitude for the 

quality of their work, and that 


’ working authors are enticed by the 
profligate inducements of ambitious 
publishers to sell their copy years be- 


fore it is made, and bind themselves 

to an amount of labor which they 

can hardly hope to do well. Mr. 

Bok believes that the present 

‘ Fin ay urgent competition among pub- 

lishers and editors is having a 

very bad effect upon American 

literature. The modern literary king, he says, is the almighty 
dollar, and he wants very much to have him deposed. 

Perhaps there is something wrong with American writers. 

The theory that there is, is favored by the circumstance that 

so many editors or publishers of American magazines make 

annual or semi-annual trips to Great Britain in quest of 

really meritorious stories. If Mr. Bok could say that 

American writers were paid such high rates that their prod- 

uct had degenerated and our editors had been driven to 

employ the pauper labor of Europe, his case would almost 

be proved. But, alas! the British contributors to our 

magazines get even higher pay than our own 

men, and are a grasping lot, and would be 

glad to get still more than they do, so it is not 

possible to point to them as examples of 

what small wages can do to exalt literature. 

TL san | T may be argued, of 

ae course, that the pros- 

pect of big pay may tempt 

men to do too much work, but on the 

other hand it might be suggested that 


the man who makes ten thousand dollars out of a single 
story can derive a satisfactory living from a much smaller 
literary output than a man who only makes two thousand. 
In the very protest that he makes, Mr. Bok gives evidence 
of a mistaken estimate of the solvency of American writers, 
for citing a horrible example of the way in which a success- 
ful story-writer mortgages his time. He says, “ And if you 
ask him what his 1897 novel will consist of he has no more 
idea of its plot or context than has his valet or his cook.” 
Valet! What American story-writer can afford to maintain 
a valet? A cook he must have, but a valet ——! Goto, 
Mr. Bok! You are thinking of those grasping English. 
Our story-writers are thankful if they can pay the rent of a 
flat, and find clothes for their families and schooling for their 
children. They are not yet so weighed down with almighty 
dollars that they can afford valets. ,

M* BOK says the proper course of editors and authors 
is plain; but-his idea of the remedy seems to be for 
editors to pay less and for authors to teach their children to 
go barefoot in winter. That won’t do, Mr. Bok. The 
climate’s too cold. Try again, sir; try again!

The current newspaper reveals the depravity of 
popular tastes, and the manner in which it daily, and enormously, feeds and 
strengthens those tastes renders it the master instrumentality for debasing the mob. 
How to neutralize the influence of the daily press is a problem that baffles every 
one who really concerns himself for social purity and good morals.” 
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When a few more periodicals as influential and public-spirited as our 
esteemed contemporary dare to say what they think in this direction, the 
American parent may begin to discover that as an educator the average 
newspaper is to a clean book as a sewer to a mountain stream.

MEREDITH AND “THE AMAZING 
MARRIAGE.”’ 
Now that George Meredith’s novel ‘‘ The Amaz- 
ing Marriage” (Scribners), is in book form, a 
good many people will begin to crystallize the half- 
formed opinions that generally cluster around any 
kind of serial publication. The serial judgment on 
a book is usually made by the elderly maiden ladies 
in country towns who have the time and inclination 
to read it in that form. If their verdict on the 
earlier instalments is of a kind to arouse curiosity 
among the frequenters of teas, charitable associa- 
tions, and woman’s clubs, a serial may be talked 
about considerably and even looked for with some 
eagerness. A serial has been known to affect the 
life and color of village society for a whole winter. 
In the current judgment on ‘*The Amazing 
Marriage,” the obvious thing to say is that 
Meredith can’t write intelligibly, and that settles his 
story. That is very easy to say and hard to dispute 
when certain carefully culled nuggets of his prose 
are exhibited for the test. The only answer is an 
evasion. Recommend the critic to read the chapters 
which describe Carznthia’s morning walk in 
Switzerland with her brother, the ride of the Welsh 
cavaliers, and the prize fight ; then ask him to tell 
you honestly whether Meredith can write. If he has 
any conception of the possibilities of language he 
will frankly confess that for picturesqueness, strength, 
and beauty of the kind revealed by summer light- 
ning, there is no writer of English now living who 
can excel these chapters. Thatis saying a great deal, 
but he will grudgingly admit the truth of it if pushed 
to the wall. For itmust be admitted that Meredith’s 
eccentricities of style have aroused a certain indigna- 
tion—even an animosity in the minds of certain 
intelligent readers who ought to be his best friends. 
In these days of facile writing—from the newspaper 
to the scientific octavo—a man who does not take 


the trouble to be simple loses a large constituency. 
* * 1 
Bur a candid reader will say, when he has read 


the book as a whole, that Meredith has added 
two more characters to his gallery of immortals— 
Carinthia and Lord Fleetwood. They are echoes of 
no other writer, and they have prototypes nowhere 
except in the great book of human nature. A man 
who can create two such characters and make them 
walk, real flesh and blood, in No Man’s Land, is one 
who should command the admiration even of those 
to whom lucidity is the supreme virtue. It is some- 
thing to consort in fiction with a great imagination 
which is also wedded to the broad equipment of a 
student and scholar. To the understanding eye 
Meredith’s dullest pages flash with metaphors that 
reveal his learning of books and his insight of men. 
The candid reader will also admit that the latter 
half of the book succeeds in aleniating all his sym- 
pathies for the heroine, without successfully setting 
up Lord Fleetwood as a hero in her place. There are 
psychological reasons for this no doubt, but they 
will not satisfy the great book of Nature that’ Mere- 
dith himself always bids you to accept as the guide 
of life.

POWEREF LOVE. 
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ANOTHER ENGLISH OFFENCE. 


WEYE had all sorts of English things on the American 

stage, but it remained with the Lyceum Theatre— 
that erstwhile home of polite society comedy—to give us one 
of the solidest chunks of British government that we have yet 
endured. Our own political system is not especially valuable 
as a dramatic factor. That of Great Britain is a thousand 
times more indigestible. 

“ The Home Secretary” is beautifully wordy. Its charac- 
ters talk politics and discuss the problems propounded by 
socialism in an automatic and jerky method of question and 
repartee which reminds one of nothing so much as a set of 
conversational marionettes. There are some clever lines and 
a good many nasty ones. These last may be fairly repre- 
sentative of the British moral tone in our day, but they seem 
unsuited to the Lyceum stage and to a decent American 
audience. LIFE believes in breadth and liberality in all forms 
of literature and is never nasty-nice. Mr. Carton, the author 
of the piece, intellectual as undoubtedly he is, offends good 
taste when he is deliberately dirty because apparently this is 
his only idea of humor. The lines allotted to Mrs. Whiffen 
concerning the Magdalen Society, of which she is an officer, 
should either be taken from the piece or the piece should be 
taken from the Lyceum stage. These, and others of the 
same sort which attempt to be funny and are not, are an 
insult to the clientéle of the Lyceum. 

The honors of the performance are distinctly with Mr. 
James K. Hackett. He plays the part of the criminal socialist 
who secrets himself from justice in the heart of British 
official society. To it he brings adignified bearing, a grace- 
ful carriage, a good voice, and, as a rule, excellent enuncia- 
tion. In this latter particular he fails sometimes of clearness 
in his lower tones, but he is all in all a great acquisition to 
the metropolitan stage. Mr. Kelcey is mellowing with age. 
His mannerisms are toning down, and if he can only be 
kept from making love and biting his nails, he has qualities 
which are really valuable in the Lyceum company. Mr. 
Fritz Williams has more serious work than that usually 
allotted to him, and, as always, does it conscientiously and 
successfully. Mr. Lemoyne has only a bit, but does it 
admirably. Mr. Walcott and Mr. Gottschalk delineated two 
familiar types of Britons with rare faithfulness. 

Miss Irving brings her personal loveliness to bear on a 
part whose'lack of consistency can only be excused because 
it represents a woman. In the earlier portions of the play, 
where she needed only to be lovely, gentle and graceful, her 
performance was most pleasing. In the later scenes, where

deeper emotion was to be portrayed, she failed to carry con- 
viction mainly through her lack of magnetism, and especially 
on account of the monotony and unsympathetic qualities of 
her voice. Miss Tyree, as Mrs. Thorpe-Didsbury, a 
character which may best be described as a dead game 
sport of the female persuasion, showed a marked advance in 
the command of her art. Miss Florence was lovely in 
lovely gowns. 

We do not believe ‘‘The Home Secretary” is clever 
enough or interesting enough as a play to hold the attention 
of our public very long. As an offence against good taste 
it deserves instant withdrawal. It is handsomely mounted 
and well acted but neither of these qualifications can excuse
